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STRIKE MAY MEAN 
REVOLT IN RUSSIA 


Great Railway Tieup Increases 
the Spirit of Revolution 
Throughout Many 
Provinces. 


THOUSANDS MORE TO QUIT 


Deputation Beseeches Count Witte 
to Intercede in Behalf of Po- 
litical Reforma for 
the Masses. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 24.—Develop- 
ments in the grdat railway strike indicate 
continuous spread of the trouble and in- 
creased paralysis of trade. Distribution of 
food practically is suspended and mail com- 
munication generally is tied up. 

At a meeting of 8,000 railway men held in 
the university tonight it was decided to de- 
clare a strike on all the railways operating 
with St. Petersburg, beginning tomorrow. 

The executive committee of the League of 
Leagues has adopted resolutions saying that 
the present moment was favorable for a 
general strike of all the professions and 
recommending doctors, lawyers, engineers, 
and other members of constituent organisza- 
tions to cease all professional! activities. 

Although there have been many isolated 
riots and combats with the troops, the worst 
of which occurred at Kharkoff, apparently 
there is no general intention as yet to con- 
vert the movement into an armed revolu- 
tionary uprising. Nevertheless the sittia- 
tion unquestionably is serious and threatens 
most dangerous developments. 

Owing to the stoppage of mails and partial 
suspension of telegraphs it is impossible to 
verify many reports reaching the capital. 
The most threatening of these at present re- 
fer to Moscow, which is described as being 
isolated from the. remainder of the empire 
and as being held by the strikers. 


Strike Spreads in All Quarters. 


The strike is spreading in all directions. 
Yaroslav, Nijni Novgorod, Simbirsk, Siz- 
ran, Saratoff, Voronezh, Kharkoff, Simfer- 
opol, Ekaterinoslav, Kieff, and Smolensk are 
all affected. On the Moscow, Windauw: and 
Rybinsk line the evening express could only 
reach Potimoskovraia station and the pas- 
sengers were compelled to walk to Moscow. 

At the Moscow and Kazan station 2,000 pas- 
sengers are waiting. They are being paid 
by the railroad administration, first. and 
second class 50 cents daily and third class 
25 cents. On the St. Petersburg line, with 
the exception of a train tonight which 
brought the minister of works, not a train 
was run today, 


Whe strikers have damaged the water: con- i. 


duit between Moscow and Mytishichi and 
some sections of Moscow are without water. 

The employés of seven factories at Louz 
have struck. There are now 33,000 workmen 
on strike. .The governor has asked the gov- 
ernor general of the province to declare mal¢ 
tial law. 

Postoffice Men May Quit. 

It is stated that the strikers have ordered 
the postoffice telegraph employés to strike, 
and these having their own grievances are 
alleged to be complying. Municipal em- 
ployés are said to be wavering as to the 
course they will pursue. One report says 
they ultimately will join the strikers. Off- 
cials are demanding that the railway men’s 
grievances be redressed or they will join the 
movement forthwith. Another report asserts 
that a municipal strike has begun. The 
employés of the water works have quit 
work, causing the city to be without water. 
It is predicted there will be civil war in 
Moscow owing to the action of shopkeepers, 
who, fearing ruin through disturbance of 
trade, are arming themselves against the 
strikers. 

Meetings are being held everywhere in the 
provinces and many speeches are being 


made. Demands are being formulated which |

Revolutionary Spirit Rife. 

Revolutionary frenzy seems to have seized 
the entire people, who rush headlong as if 
resolved to bring ruin on themselves or else 
end the odious régime. Every morning paper 
brings lists of officials, police, Cossacks, ad- 
ministrators, and even watchmen whose 
lives have been snuffed out during the night 
by men who are unknown. bombs, daggers, 
revolvers, and rifles figure in the accounts 
to which the public rapidly is growing ac- 
customed. Revolutionary lynch law thus has 
usurped the place ‘of official caprice, which 
until some months ago freely disposed of 
the property, liberties, and sometimes the 
lives of peaceful citizens, who often are 
more deserving of reward than punishment. 

The fact is that social democrats and social 
revolutionists, who are best crganized in the 
country, have matured new plans and now 
are carrying them out deliberately and suc- 
cessfully. They first got power over the uni- 
versitids and high schools, which were used 
as places Of meeting for all malcontents with- 
out exception, just as the Jacobins convent 
was employed by French patriots. 

University as Strike Forum. 


Sunday night hundreds of students of the 
women’s university at Moscow heid a meet- 
ing to decide whether to strike or allow the 
establishment to continue work. After a 
long debate it was rest lved by @ smail ma- 
jority to permit the university to remain 
open, but only as the center ol a revolution- 
ary movement, where public meetings might 
be heid and lectures delivered. 

From all parts of the iniericr come reports 
of public meeungs assembling spontaneousl) 
in the streets and other public places, ap- 
proving the strike. ‘Those attending conduct 
themselves to @ degree of seif-control un- 
common in Russia. 

Referring to the holding up of transporta- 
tion of food, a correspondeat describes the 
searcity of meat in Moscow and St. Peters- 
burg. He says it requires twelve trains daily 
to convey cattle slaughtered for food to St. 
Petersburg. All these trains come from the 
south through Moscow, but since Sunday not 
one has arrived. Meat prices aiready are 
augmented over OU per cent. Food cannot 
be distributed to the famine stricken prov- 
inces. Everywhere troops are gathered, but 
scarcely ever is order disturbed. The spec- 
tacle bears eloquent witness of the seif-re- 
straint of a patient people ip revolution.

Accusations Back of Injunction 
Suit Against Town Board. 


MYSTERY IN MACHINE BIDS. 


William Dolese Begins Action After 
vats Lohg Investigation. 


Back of a petition for an infunction filed in 
the Circuit court yesterday 
charges of ‘‘graft’’ against some of the 
members of the town board of Cicero. Will- 
lam Dolese of the firm of Dolese Bros., 
crushed stone and pavihg contractors, has 
asked the court to restrain the village from 
installing the engines and pumps for the 
suburb’s new pumping station, contracts for 
which were let on Aug. 31. 

Nothing ts said of the alleged dishonesty 
in the village board, and the petition Is based 
on the clause in the Illinois statutes ordering 
that contracts for pumping station equip- 
ment shall be let to the lowest responsible 
bicwer. Mr. Dolese himself has refused to 
discuss the charges which he will make 
against Preajdent R. J. Bilis and some of the 
trustees, but it is known that he has made 
these accusations to his attorney and that 
during the last six weeks he has exhausted 
every means of securing conclusive evidence 
of the illegal transaction. 


Machinery Contract Involved. 

The contract which; it is said, was bought 
from the awarding body, is that for two 
gasoline engines and two water pumps. It 
was awarded to the firm of Cavanaugh & 
Darley, 25 Plymouth court, of which Edmond 
S. Cavanaugh is now the sole member. His 
bid of $14,250 was accepted in preference to 
those of equally responsible bidders, whose 
prices were from $2,000 to $4,000 lower, and 
whose engines are said by experts to be as 
good as that furnished by Cavanaugh. 

The figures furnished by an engineer show 
that some $5,000 was paid in excess of the 
actual worth of the engines. 

At one time during the investigations con- 
ducted by Mr. Dolese, he believed he would 
secure proof of an agreement between the 
engine man and certain representatives of 
the Cicero board. This was to be obtained 
from a former employé of Cavanaugh, who 
said that he could tell the details of the con- 
versation. But when seen later he explained 
that he had “ made up” with his former 
employer and knew nothing of the matter. 

In spite of this apparent failure Mr. Dolese 
went to his lawyer, Chester E. Cleveland, 
and to him asserted his belief that the dea! 
had been “ fixed.”’ The attorney gave to him

NEW ALLEY ‘L’ STATION BURNS; 
SCARE IN APARTMENT HOUSES 


Structure Just Occupied by South Side 
System at Fortieth Street Destroyed 
and Movement of Trains Deranged. 


*The new station of the South Side Elevated

Residents in the apartment buildings at 
Fortieth street and Indiana avenue, near the 
station, were aroused by the engines, and 
many of them fled to the street in pania. 
No one was reported to be injured. 

The cause of the fire has not been deter- 
mined, but it is supposed to have been a de- 
rangement in the electrical equipment.

BLAZE IN THE PAINT SHOP.

Flames Soon Quenched, and Later 
Electric Current Turned On. 


Save for the feeble gleam of candles, the 
Cook county hospital was in darkness for an 
hour and a half last night, owing to an ac- 
cident to the electric light piant. 

To add to the consternation of 848 patients 
and 200 physicians and nurses, fire started 
at the same time in the paint shop. For some 
minutes the big institution was believed to 
be threatened. A panic among the patients 
was averted only by reassuring telephone 
messages sent to evéry ward by the telephone 
operator, to be repeated by the nurses to the 
frightened inmates. 


Lights Grow Dim, Then Go Out. 

At 6:80 o’clock the lights in .he hospital 
began to grow dim. This wag the first inti- 
mation of any accident to the machinery. 
Fifteen minutes later not one of the 1,200 
lights of the institution was burning. War- 
den Happel sent out for candles and the 
physicians and nurses were directed to pass 


many of whom began to cry for help. 

It was discovered that a feed pipe in the 
boiler room was broken and that the damage 
could not be repairc— immediately. Fortu- 
nately a duplicate boiler was in position, 
and the entire engineering force, under dl- 
rection of Chief Engineer Charles Lumpp, 
hastened to get it ready. 


Alarm of Fire. 


During the height of the excitement, when 
the nurses were running about in every di- 
rection with lighted candles through the dark 
corridors, and fifty visitors in the main en- 
trance were shouting for an explanatiomof 
the darkness, an alarm of fire was turned in. 
The news quickly spread through the insti- 
tution. In an incredibly short time the pa- 
tients learned that there was a fire in the 
paint shop. 

‘* We'll be burned alive!’’ they cried. “ Can 
no one save us?’’ Some of the wonien pa- 
tients screamed. 

About this time it was discovered that 
none of the six elevators could be operated 
on account of the stoppage of electric power 
and preparations were made to carry down 
the patients from the upper floors. 

Chief Engineer Lumpp dropped his work 
on the reserve boiler and ran to the paint 
shop, which adjoins the carpenter shop in 


the rear of the institution. The paint shop 


was filled with paint, ‘olls, and varnish and

In an instant Lumpp had Lroken down the 
shop door with an ax, and grasping 
blazing cans of paint in his hands threw 
them outside. His hands were painfully

He said that it was a great dea} 
like fire insurance—there was so much insure 
ance for so much money. He seid that there 
were a few participating policies that were 
issued in the intermediate department, for 
an even $500, and that there were no policies — 
in the liabilities of the Industrial depart. 
ment, Seven per cent was paid on the cap- 
ital stock, which was the legal rate when 
company was given a charter. 


Invests $68,750; Owns $257,000 Stock 


The original capital stock of the company 
was $200,000, and this was increased later 
to $500,000. It is now $2,000,000, and Mr. 
Hegeman holds about $275,000 par value, 
His investment in the company was $68,750, 

Reading from the annual report Me 
Hughes stated that the outstanding indus- 
trial insurance at the end of 1904 amounted 
to $1,127,889,229. Mr. Hegeman said none of 
that was participating, and when his atten- 
tion was called to $876,000 paid for dividends 
he said that by its terms industrial ingur- 
ance was nonparticipating, but this amount 
of dividends was paid voluntarily by the 
board of directors, which In eight years had — 
so paid about $8,000,000. Witness further -

REBUKE GIVEN BY JUDGE. 


Counsel Levinson’s Remark ‘to 
Manager E. I. Rosenfeld Is 
’ Called Improper. 


E. I. Rosenfeld, general manager of the 
Western Life Indemnity company, was asked 
on the witness stand yesterday in the con- 
tempt proceedings before Judge Kohlsaat 
how much he profited personally by the 
purchase of stock in the Security Life and 
Annuity company, which was to reinsure the 
policy holders of the indemnity company. 

“ Not a cent,’’ said Rosenfeld. 

** No, of course the witness would say that,” 
exclaimed Attorney Levinson, representing 
the complaining policy holders in the in- 
demnity company. ” He could not answer 
any other way.’ 

Rosenfeld jumped to “his feet, swearing 
under his breath at the attorney. Judge 
Kohlsaat straightened up in his seat, looking 
from the witness to the attorney. Isaac 
Mayer and Percy Eckhart, attorneys for the 
defense, jumped in bet ween the belligerents. 

There was a moment of surprised silence 
and then the judge, the various attorneys, 
and the witness all began talking at once, 
Judge Kohisaat endeavored to make himself 
heard, but Mayer drowned the rest with de- 
mands that Levinson apologize. 


Levinson Rebuked by Court. 


“T refuse to apologize to this witness,” 
Levinson said. 

“Mr. Levinson did not mean that as an 
insult,”” interpolated Attorney Gregory, also | 
for the complainants. ‘‘He meant that the 
witness would not answer if he had profited | 
by the deal.” 

“ Mr. Levinson, that was an improper re- 
mark,” said Judge Kohisaat. “I do not 
care to hear any more like it.” 

Rosenfeld took his seat again and asked 
permission to speak. 

“In reply to Levinson’'s insult,” he said, 
‘“T want to say that tHe stock is now worth 
$25 a share and is cheap at that. The 
transaction was a benefit to the policy hold- 
ers and we could not get such a contract as 
this with any other insurance company in 
the world.”

FALL IN FIRST ‘NATIONAL BUILD- 
ING ENDS HIS LIFE. , 


to Discover 
How He Got Into the Ventilating 
Shaft, Down Which He Pilunged 
from the Eighteenth Story—But for 
Breaking of Water Pipe His Body 
Might Not Have Been Found for 
Several Days. 


Responsibility for the death of Bruno C. 
Bahr, 1674 North Ashland avenue, 16 years 
old, who was found dead yesterday at the 
foot of a ventilating shaft in the First Na- 
tional Bank building, probably never will be 
placed, judging from the meager results 
which attended the coroner’s investigation. 

Circumstantial evidence is said to point 
strongly to the probability that the boy 
pitched into the shaft through some one of its 
numerous doors, accidentally left unlocked, 
but Deputy Coroner Reynolds’ investigation 
in that direction was met by the positive as- 
surance from the manager of the building 
that all those doors have been kept locked 
since the structure was completed. The jury 
returned an open verdict, leaving the solu- 
tion of the mystery to the police and the boy’s 
family. 


Breaks Water Pipe in Falling. 


The body was found shortly after 11 o’clock 
by J. H. Morgan, a plumber, employed in the 
building, and had not the boy broken a water 
pipe which he struck at the thirteenth floor 
of the building when he fell it is probable that 
his body would not have been discovered for 
several days. 

Bahr was employed by the Shepard Blue 
Print company, 215 Fifth avenue, as a mes- 
senger boy. He was sent to the office of the 
Allis-Chalmers company, 1522 First National 
Bank building, at 10 a. m., to deliver some 
blue prints. He left the office at 10:30 o’clock, 
A few minutes later water began pouring 
down ‘the shaft, and House Plumber Morgan. 


was called. 


Building Manager Is Puzzled. 

“The boy’s death is a mystery. It is one 
of those cases which I think never will be 
solved,”’ said Robert L. Davis, manager of 
the building. ‘“‘I cannot see any possibility 
of there being any foul play, but how the boy 
got into the shaft I cannot tell. It is evident 
he fell from above the thirteenth floor, as he 
broke a pipe there, and that was how we dis- 
covered his body. There is no telling how 
long he would have remained there without 
being discovered if the pipe had not been 


|

broken. He probably went to the eighteenth 
floor and out of curiosity climbed over the 
machinery and accidentally fell down the 
shaft.’’ 


Criminal Carelessness Alleged. 

“There is no mystery in the cause of 
Bruno’s death, so far as I can see,” said A. 
Bahr, the lad’s father, last évening. “After 
he had delivered the blue prints he went into 
Then 
in starting to go into the hall again he evi- 
dently mistook the door and opened the one 
which leads into the air shaft and fell. Both 
of these doors are almost exactly alike, and 
in a hurry the one leading into the air shaft | 
easily might be mistaken for the other. The | 
door opens toward the air shaft. 

“The people in the building insist. the door 
was locked, but I do not believe it. Through 
that door is the only place the boy could 
have fallen into the shaft. Some careless | 
workman or other person left it unlocked. | 
The key in the door was bent badly when | 
found by the janitor. 

“This circumstance, to my mind, proves | 
that when the boy fell he grabbed hold of | 
the key.in trying to save himself, and in that ' 
way bent it. It is simply a case of criminal | 
carelessness.”

SHOWN BY A RIOT. 


Enthused _ Supporters Fight 
Madly at Meeting to Be En- 
rolled as His Helpers. 


SCENE DAZES OLD TIMERS. 


Pandemonium Marks the Close of 
Speech Bewailing Osborne’s 
Lack of Heart. 


New York, Oct. 24.—[Special.]—A scene of 
enthusiasm, unprecedented in the memory 
of the politicians and reporters who saw it, 
marked the close of a speech by District At- 
torney William Travers Jerome at Colonial 
hall, One Hundred and First street and Co- 
lumbus avenue, tonight. 

While the crowd was still on its feet, cheer- 


. ing madly its approval of what the district 


attorney’ had said, Julius Henry Cohen, 
chairman of the meeting, Jumped forward 
and made the announcement which trans- 
formed enthusiasm into frenzy. He asked 
avery one in the hall who wanted to aid as 
a watcher or worker at the polls in behalf 
of Jerome on election day to come forward 
and sign Jerome volunteer enrollment slips. 


Enthusiasm Becomes a Riot. 

Instantly there was a riot. Five hundred 
men piled forward over the benches, settees, 
and chairs, pulling and hauling in an effort 
to get to the front; Only 200 cards for en- 
rollment of watchers and workers had been 
taken to the meeting. Cohen had about 
half of them in his hand. He was pulled off 
the platform and only saved from rough 
handling by the intervention of policemen. 

The cards were exhausted In the twinkling 
of an eye. More than a hundred men wrote 
their names, addresses, and telephone num- 
bers on thé backs of envelopes and on any 
other scrap of paper-they could lay their 
hands on and turned them in. 

Jerome devoted little of his speech to Mr. 
Osborne’s speech the night before. He re- 
iterated his belief in Osborne at heart. He 
conspicuously omitted from his estimate of 
Osborne’s present powers and qualities any 
statement of his continued belief in Osborne’s 
bravery or loyalty. 

Osborne’s Lips; Murphy’s Heart. 

“The lips were the lips of Osborne,” he 
cried. “ But the voice and heart were the 
voice and heart of Murphy. The incident is 
@ pitiful dramatization of the cruel, grind- 
ing, demoralizing grip of boss rule.” 

Jerome said in part: “I am not going to 
allow myself to be diverted by any side issues 
fromthe issue that I have raised.

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00 KILLED IN SANTIAGO, 


HUNDREDS MORE ARE WOUNDED 
‘IN FIERCE STREET RIOTING. 


Executive Mansion and Private Homes 
Attackea by UWunugry Mobs in 
Chile’s Capital and Desperate At« 
tempts Made to Sack Food Stores— 
City in State of Revolt Until Troops 
Arrive and Disperse the Rioters 
with Bullets.

SANTIAGO, Chile, Oct. 24.—As the result 

of the last two days’ desperate rioting fiere 
fifty persons are dead and 500 wounded. 
More than $250,000 worth of street railway 


property has been destroyed, and the‘execu-. 
tive mansion seriously damaged. 


These disturbances have been primarily 
due to the high price of meat. caused by the 
protective tariff on itnported beef. A mass- 
meeting, held on Sunday by the laborers’ 
association to protest against the duty on 
Argentine cattle, which put beef beyond 
reach of the ‘poorer classes, degenerated 
into a violent anharchical demonstration and 
the work of destruction began. 


Executive Mansion Attacked. 

The rioters stoned the windows of the exeo- 
utive mansion, burned and wrecked several 
trolley cars, and smashed the windows of 
many houses, The police dispersed the mob 
that night, the fighting resulting in several 
dead and about 100 persons wounded with 
stones and bullets. 

All the regular troops being at maneuvers, 
the city was pairolled during the night by 
police and armed firemen. The disorders were 
renewed yesterday morning. In banks and 
shops every door had been closed. 


Food Stores Are Sacked. 

The rioters sacked a dozen grocery stores 
and attempted to force open the doors of im- 
portant commercial houses, but were re- 
pulsed by fusillades of bullets. 

Police and armed civilians then attacked 
the mobs. Scores were killed and more than 


800 wounded. 

Regular troops arrived last night, and 
restored order. No fear is expressed that 
the riots may extend to other cities.

Accord- 
ing to report the emperor accepted his stipu- 
lations. 

Following the advice of Count de Witte, the 
powers of the new douma will be extended 
along western lines and the franchises broad- 
ened.

PREDATORY RICHES ISSUE 


Former Controller Declared in 
League with Wall Street 
Influence. 


Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 24.—[Special.}—Former 
Controller of the Currency Charles G. Dawes 
was the storm center ofa virulent debate at 
the meeting of the Nebraska Bankers’ asso- 


ciation this afternoon. 

President Brown of the First National bank 
of Cambridge, Neb., had just concluded an 
address in which, after picturing the mis- 
deeds of trusts, he had pleaded with~ the 
bankers to refuse longer to stand in the atti- 
tude of apologists: for every crime wealth 
commits, but to line up with the people and 
fight predatory wealth. 

Mr. Dawes took the platform with fire in 
his eyes. Shaking his fst vigorously and 
stamping the floor emphatically with his 
right foot, | he declared he was tired of hear-. 
ing such “ miasmatic pessimism ” as that 
of tthe preceding speaker. ‘‘To h-——1 with 
platitudes,”” he declared, and .as he did so 
vigorous hissing ‘assailed him, as well as 
some applause. 

Angered still more by the disapproval 
shown, he launched forth into a vigorous de- 
fense of good corporations. He said what 
was demanded was the solving of the problem 
by clear headed, right thinking business men, 
not by candidates for office or writers of po- 
litical platforms. He said stock swindles are 
traceable to the inherent dishonesty of the 
promotors of corporations and every mén 
had the opportunity to protect himself by 
finding out for himself what proportion of 
the true value of the property each share 
represented. 

Mr. Dawes advised his hearers to leave off 
attacking wealth, stop indefinite criticism, 
and stop fighting Rockefeller, but pick out 
specifiCc wrongs and direct their efforts 
towards their correction. 

Mr. Dawes vigorously was called dawn by 
the bankers. One declared he was sent out 
here to do what he had done, another taunted 
him with securing the controllership through 
Wali street influences. The party broke 
up in a row.

Meets the Black People. 


The president arrived at Tuskegee at 8:30 
in the mornuing. The city had been deco- 
rated elaborately in his honor. The platform 
from which he spoke to the people of the 
city was made of $36,000 worth of cotton in 
original, bales. After a brief address he was 
escorted to the Tuskegee Normal and Indus- 
trial institute, being accompanied by Princi- 
pal Booker T- Washington and other distin- 
guished Alabama citizens, 

The route followed by his carriage was 
lined on either side by transplanted rows of 
cotton plants, and two old southern negroes 
with cotton pickers’ sacks on their shoulders 
were engaged in picking the staple. Several 
baskets of cotton were scattered about the 
field. 

From a specially erected stand the presi- 
dent viewed the educational and industriai 
parade arranged in his honor. In the line 
marched the 1,500 negro students of the 
school in two divisions, the young men uni- 
formed in blue suits with brass buttons, 


women wearing blue dresses trimmed with | 
red braid and blue straw braid hats and 
each bearing a stalk of sugar cane topped | 
with a cotton boH-- 


Washington Expresses Gratitude. 


Immediately behind the student body came 
sixty-one floats, representing the various 
phases of work of the academy department 
and the thirty-seven industrial divisiong of 
the school. In this way examples of work 
being carried on in all departments were 
put in evidence. 

Mr. Roosevelt addressed the students in 
the college chapel. In his introduction Mr, 
Washington said: 

“ That the chief magistrate of our beloved 
republic of 80,000,000 people deemed it good 
and wise to include Tuskegee institute in 
his trip through the south and spend a few 
hours seeing the work we are doing here 
brings to the heart of every inan and woman 
of our race in this country a degree of en- 
couragement and inspiration which it is im- 
possible for any American citizen not of our 
race fully to appreciate.’’ 

After heartily indorsing the work of the 
school the president said in part: 

“ Viewed from any angle, ignorance is the 
costliest crop that can be raised in any part 
of this union. Merely from the economic 
standpoint, it is of the utmost consequence 
to all our citizens that institutions such as 
this at Tuskegee should be a success. 


White Man’sa Burden. 


** Bat there are other and even higher rea- 
sons that entitle it to our support. In the 
interest of humanity, of justice, and of self- 
protection, every white man in America, no 
matter where he lives, should try to help 
the megro to help himself. It is in the in- 


man to seé that the negro is educated. It 
is not only the duty of the white man, but 
it ig to his interest to see that the negro is 
protected in property, in life, and in all his 
legal rights. Every time a law is broken, 
every individual in the community has the 
moral tone of his life lowered. Lawlessness 
in the United States is not cenfined to any 
one section; lynching is not confined to’any 
one section, and there is perhaps no body | 
of American citizens who have deserved so | 
well of .the entire American people as the | 
public men, the clergymen, the countless | 
thousands of high minded private citizens | 
who have done such heroic work in the south 
in arousing public opinion against lawless- | 
ness in all its forms, and especially against 
lynching. 

“Tf you gave money, secure homes,,and | 
lead clean, decent, modest lives you will win 
the respect of your neighbors of both races. 
Let each man strive to excel his fellow only 
by rendering substantial service to the com- 
munity in which helives. The colored people 
bave many difficulties to pass through, but 
these difficulties will be surmounted if only 
the policy of reason and common sense is

Broommaking and Basketry—Girls at worfk wind- 
ing straw on broom handles by band machinery, 
also pressing and sewing brooms; the decora- 
tions represented the basketry work. 

Millinery—Showed the making of uniform hats 
used by the girls in the school; four girls were 
at work. 

At the Forge—A heating forge, a large drill press, 
and a thread cutter were in operation.

(GUTS FAST TRAIN RECORD 


PENNSYLVANIA RUNS ONE 468 
MILES IN 456 MINUTES. 


Officials of Road Leave Pittsburg at 
7:33 in Morning and Reach Union 
Station in Chicago Shortly After 3 
0’Glock—Several Stops Made That 
Would Be Unnecessary on a Regu~ 
lar Run—Object of Test Said to Be 
a Mail Contract. 


Records for fast time were shattered by a 
Pennsylvania special train that arrived in 
the union passenger station at 3:09 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. Thetrain was made up 
of four coaches and carried several officials 
of the line on the flying run from Pittsburg, 
from which point it started at 7:33 a. m, 
Although officials who made the trip dis- 
claimed any effort to make record time, it is 
understood the speed test was to determine 
the possibilities of an even faster schedule 
for the eighteen hour New York-Chicago 
flyer. 

From Pittsburg to Fort Wayne the distance 
of 321 miles was covered in five hours and 
sixteen minutes (316 minutes). In that sec- 
tion between Crestline and Lima the seventy- 
two miles was made in fifty-six minutes; 
from Lima te Fort Wayne the fifty-nine miles 
was covered in ferty-four minutes, and the 
131 miles between Crestline and Fort Wayne 
the fastest division time was made, the 100 
minutes consumed clipping thirteen minutes 
from all previous records. 

The train left Fort Wayne at 12:49 p, m., the 
148 miles between that city and Chicago cone 
suming but M0 minutes. 

The speed of the train is shown by a con- 
trast between its record and that of the eight- 


eén hour train of the line, which makes the 


distance in 162 minutes. The time of the 
regular was beaten at every point and the 
shortening of the schedule was shown to be 
feasible, as several stops, due to various 
causes, were made. At Nevada track repair- 
ers caused the loss of two minutes and other. 
delays caused ‘loss 6f time which would not 
occur on a regular schedule. Despite this 
the 468 miles between Pittsburg and Chicago 
were covered in 456 minutes and the 321 miles 


| from Pittsburg to Fort Wayne in 316 min- 


utes. 

Among the officials who alighted from the 
train in Chicago were General Manager G. L., 
Peck, Gen. Supt. W. W. Attelbury, and D. L., 
Crawford. At Fort Wayne Supt. McKim 
boarded the train. All the officials protested 
that no special importance attended the test. 
Railway employés believed that the test run 
had for its object the securing of a govern- 
ment mall contract and to prove the safety of 
record breaking trains. 

The officials intend to return this morning 
on thé same train. It is possible the speed 
will be equaled or exceeded'on the home- 
ward trip.

The weather is perfect, and had he so de- 
sired Mr. Harriman could have broken all 
records from San Francisco to Omaha. 


Won’t Get Here Until Midnight. 


Instead of arriving in Chicago at 8 o’clock 
this afternoon, the Harriman special will not 
reach the city until midnight, and instead of 
going east to Buffalo at the speed of the 
Twentieth Century eighteen hour train the 
run will be made at the rate of about forty 
miles per hour, which will increase the time 
between Chicago and Buffalo to more than 
thirteen hours, instead of eight hours and a 
half, which was the previous plan. 

The same lengthening out of time will oc- 
cur on the Erie run from Buffalo to Mr. 
Harriman’s home at Arden, N. Y., and the 
officials of that road have been asked not to 
run the train any faster than forty-two miles 
an hour.

Millionaire, Loses Life Un- 
der Heavy Engine. 


END FOLLOWS WEDDING. 


Bride of 4 Months Is Left Widow 
a Second Time by Fatality 
That Puzzles Family. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—B. 
Frank Clyde, vice president of the Clyde 
steamship line, millionaire and prominent in 


club and social circles, was found dead upon 


the tracks of the main line of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad at Fifty-second street this 
morning. 

How the accident occurred none of the 
employés of the railroad, nor any of the de- 
tectives and officials who have investigated 
the case, can yet explain. When the west 
bound train, which left Broad street station 
at 10, reached Fifty-second street at 10:15, 


Clyde’s mangled body was found beneath the’ 


wheels. 
Mrs. Clyde, a bride of four months, whose 


marriage to the wealthy clubman was one of 
the most romantic in this city in recent 
years, is prostrated with grief. Her husband 
had parted from her at their home in Bryn 
Mawr only one hour before he was found 
dead. Mrs. Clyde kept in ignorance of 
the accident as long as possible. 


Romance in His Marriage. 


Three months before her marriage Mrs. 


{| Clyde was a widow, Mrs. Bloomfield MclIl- 


vaine. She had been Clyde's sweetheart in 
his boyhood days. Her choice as a young 
woman, however, fell upon Capt. Bloomfield 
Mclivaine. Clyde never married. When Mrs. 
Meclivaine’s daughter was 12 years old her 
husband died. Clyde, after a year or two, 
renewed his suit. Mrs. McIlvaine said she 
had her daughter to live for and not until the 
latter came of age would she think of marry- 
ing. The daughter came of age last year, 
and after a brief engagement the widow 
married Mr. Clyde. 

Officials of the railroad tonight gave out 
the following version of the fatality: Mr. 
Clyde had been in West Philadelphia on 
business and was on his way to his country 
seat, near*®* Bryn Mawr. He arrived at the 
Fifty-second street station a few minutes 
before the Downingtown accommodation 
train was due. He appeared to be ina hurry, 
and paced the platform while waiting. When 
the train approached the station he walked 
to the edge of the platform and stood facing 
the track with one hand extended in order 
to grasp the handrail of the car. 


Crushed by Engine’s Wheels. 


Apparently finding himself too close to the 
engine he attempted to step back, but in- 
stead fell forward. The piston box struck 
him and carried him under the wheels of the 
locomotive. The drivers passed over him and 
his clothing caught in the forward trucks of 
the first car. 

It is believed by the nephew he had an at- 
tack of vertigo. 


ALL EVIDENCE SUBMITTED 
IN SCHANDEIN WILL CASE. 


Milwaukee Court Adjourns Until Thurs- 
day Morning, and Rest of Week Will 
Be Given to Arguments. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—The 
evidence in the Schandein will case closed 
today, and an adjournment was taken to 
Thursday morning. The arguments begin- 
ning then will occupy the remainder of the 
week. 

The testimony introduced today was a 
series of denials and contradictions of that 
previously introduced. Jacob Heyl, while on 
the stand, denied the testimony of Meyer that 
Emil Schandein once on meeting Heyl said: 
‘* You dog, when you meet me again take an- 
other road. Don't look at me.’’ 

Mrs. Louls F. Frank was reéxamined on the 
visit of her brother-in-law, Heyl, to her room 
and related that she threw’a chair at him 
and called him a Har when he said he wished 
only to talk with her. 

Emil Schandein, ina statement of his finan- 
cial condition, said his assets are $31,000 and 
liabilities. Included in his 
assets are $2,500 spent for medical treat- 
ment two years ago when he had appendicitis. 
Asked by Mr. Quarles to explain this fact, Mr. 
Schandein said that he considered good 
health a valuable asset. 

Mr. Schandein ‘testified that his mother 
gave him a house and lot for Christmas in 
1902, that she sent him $2,000 in 1904, and 
asked him to destroy her letter and not men- 
tion it to any one, and that on another occa- 
sion she gave him 4,000 German marks and 
sent some presents to his wife, Stella. In 
addition to giving him $50 a month as allow- 
ance she helped him out at intervals with 
$10 or $15. 


COLLEGE PRESIDENTS DECRY 
PROFESSIONAL IN ATHLETICS. 


Inaugural Ceremonies at Olivet Enliv- 
ened by Attack on University of Chi- 
cago for Its High School Campaign. 


Olivet. Mich., Oct. 24—[Special.]—The 
inaugural ceremonies of President T. G. Lan- 
caster were continued today by a conference 
of college presidents and professors. The 
dissipating diversions of student life were 
first discussed, athletics being taken as a 
typical diversion. Ali united in declaring 
physical training highly essential to broad 
education, and equally deplored profession- 
alism as it today shows in college life.

business basis, thus showing completely the 
Gownright iniquity of the system of exclu- 
sive contracts which prevents shippers on 
any line of road from sending any fruit or 
vegetables whatsoever except through fa- 
vored private car lines. 

For instance, between New Orleans and 
Chicago the Illinois Central, which did its 
own refrigerating business, and the Armour 
company were competitors. Rates prac- 
tically were the same, being about $33 or 
#54 a car. From Arkansas to St. Louis, 
where the Armour private car line has an 
exclusive contract, shippers of strawberries 
have been compelled to pay $50 a car, al- 
though the distance only averaged 200 miles. 

All r men’ have asserted in their 
testimony that it is more economical to move 
perishable property through a single refrig- 
erating line than by making use of three or 
four, Furthermore, railroad men asserted 
that they could not afford to equip and run 
their own refrigerating cars because that 
would need an enormous number for a few 
weeks and then would be idle the remainder 
of the year, whereas private car lines can 
and do transfer their refrigerating cars from 
one part of the country to another, taking 
advantage of different seasons for keeping 
the cars busy all the time. 


_ New Contracts Held Up.. 

On the other hand, the testimony before 
the commission shows clearly that c- 
tically all railroad companies look after their 
own dairy business and ship poultry, eggs, 
and other perishable products on their own 
wccount, making necessary refrigeration a 
part of the published rate. Shippers claim 
this is what can be done with fruits, and 
legislation which congress will be asked to 
pass not only will grant to the interstate 
commerce, commission specific jurisdiction 
of private car lines, includins probably sleep- 
ing car companies, but also will provide that 
railroads shall make and publish public 
tariffs which will include charges not only 
for actual transportation butfor refrigerat- 
ing and all other incidental expenses in 
transit. 

When the commission directed the post- 
ponement of hearings until Nov. 1, so that 
California people could be heard, representa- 
tives of the Armour lines were bitterly dis- 
appointed. They hoped to force the commis- 
sion into an early decision, from which they 
could appeal and get the matter into the 
courts. There, of course, it would stay in- 
definitely, meanwhile the entire system of 
exclusive contracts would remain as at pres- 
ent. Railroad men have indicated them- 
selves they will make no more contracts 
until after the commission has rendered its 
@ecision and it is this fact which has done 
so much to break up the business of the Ar- 
mour car lines of late. They can make no 
more contracts until the commission ren- 
ders its decision and the commission, under- 
standing this situation, will be in no hurry 
to decide the case, and may, in fact, continue 
the hearings as a necessary object lesson 
until after congress meets in December. 


PHILIPPINES NOT FOR JAPAN. 


First Secretary of Mikado’s Legation 
Declares His Country Has No De- 
signs on the Islands. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 24.—1Special.}]—The first 
official utterance from an authoritative 
source concerning the futyre policy of Japan 
toward America and the orient was deliv- 
ered here tonight by Eki Hiokli, first secre- 
tary of the Japanese legation at Washington, 

The Cleveland chamber of commerce was 
Mr. Hioki’s audience, and “‘ Japan, Amer- 
ica, and the Orient,”’ was his subject. 

In substance Mr. Hioki declared that the 
yellow peril was a needless fear, that Japan 
has no designs on the, Philippines, that the 
open door policy will be adopted in China, 
and that there is: every reason to believe 
Japanese. immigration to the United States 
would steadily decrease.

Another Clark Firm Fails. 

An application for a receiver for the Alle- 
gheny Mattress and Spring company was 
made today. Cashier Clark was president of 
the concern, and all its funds are locked up 
in the Enterprise bank. This is the second 
of Clark’s companies to go into receivership, 
the other being the National Cable and Wire 
company. 

Considerable comment has been caused be- 
Cause no inquest has been held over Cashier 
Clark’s body. Tonight Coroner Joseph G. 
Armstrong,.a member of the republican or- 
ganization, issued aistatement that under the 
law he @®ts not have to hold an inquest if 
he is satisfied the case is one of suicide. He 
declares that it was not his duty to investi- 
gate the causes leading up to the suicide nor 
to examine any papers left by the dead man. 

The will of the cashier was filed today. It 
leaves to his widow all his estate, estimated 
as worth $500,000 before the crash came. 


School Money Held Up. 


The Pittsburg schools need money, and 
while nearly a quarter of a million dollars 
should have been paid by the state treasury 
into the city treasury on the first Monday in 
June, not a cent has been received. Whether 
some of these funds are in the state depos- 
itories and cannot be gotten out is not 
known, but Controller Larkin proposes to 
ask the state treasurer for an immedate set- 
tlement. 

Thomas Sheering, an industrious Alle 
ghenyan, who has been on the water wagon 
for fourteen months, was arrested today for 
drunkenness. He explained that all his sav- 
ings for years were in the Enterprise bank, 
and forthis reason he was overindulgent. 
He was discharged.

FACE THE TUNNEL QUESTION. 
Monday. night the receivers of the Union 
Traction properties addressed a communi- 
cation to the council on the subject of the 
tunnels. They declared their willingness to 
lower the tunnels, provided the city would 
reimburse the companies in case of taking 


over the car lines later. They admitted that 


the cable system would accordingly have to 
be abandoned south of Lillinoia street and 
east of Canal street, they pronounced the 
time too short for installing in its place the 
underground trolley, and they accordingly 
construed the overhead trolley to be a neces- 
sity in that district. 

It is the obvious duty of the local trane- 
portation committee, to whom this commu- 
nication was referred, to face and deal with 
its subject matter without further delay. 


“Under act of congress the secretary of war 


has ordered the channel of the Chicago river 
to be cleared of the tunnels by April 15 next, 
and if this is not done the city will thereby 
become guilty of a misdemeanor punishable 
by fine not exceeding $10,000 for every 
month’s default. According to estimates 
before the local transportation committee 
the work of constructing bulkheads, dredg- 
ing and removing the tops of the La Salle 
and Washington street tunnels should 
therefore be commenced not later than Jan. 
1 if it is to be completed as required. 

The chief issue raised by the situation is 
as to whether the overhead trolley system is 
to be allowed, even temporarily, in place of 
the cables within the business district. That 
system has been encroaching more and more 
upon that district. The city’s opposition to 
such encroachments has perhaps been 
weakened by recent proposals and discus- 
sions, and the exigencies of the tunnel ques- 
tion tend still further to weaken that opposi- 
tion. Some temporizing arrangement must 
obviously be made for taking the cars over 
the bridges, and whatever it is to be it 
should be agreed upon without further de- 
lay. 

Moreover, in negotiating such arrange- 
ment the city should not forget or sacrifice 
the undoubted advantage which it possesses 
in the tunnel situation as against the com- 
panies. It should not use that advantage 
unfairly, but neither should it yield it save 
for a real quid pro quo. The companies are 
faced with the certainty, unless the city 
confers new privileges upon them, of soon 
being without any rights enabling them to 
reach the business district over their cdble 
lines. While those companies are relent- 
lessly pushing their obnoxious ninety-nine 
year claims they should be given no tem- 
porary relief from their embarrassment 
which would or could strengthen in any de- 
gree those claims. They should be given 
no rights which could not at any time or on 
short notice be absolutely revoked, and they 
should be required to make materia] im- 
provements in their present service. The 
local transportation committee should make 
wise use of the city’s strategic advantages 
in handling the tunnel question.

COUNT DE WITTE. 

Russia is at peace with Japan, but domes- 
tic peace has not been restored. There are 
occasional bloody encounters between city 
workmen and the troops, and an extensive 
railroad strikeis now on. Itis causing great 
distress and is doing great harm to the trade 
and industries of the country.

It is their method of showing 
their displeasure with the czar for his un- 
willingness to move more rapidly in the di- 
rection of constitutional government. The 
professional classes and the landholders are 
disappointed because the czar did not grant 
what the zemstvos asked of him, but they 
are willing to wait and see what the na- 
tional assembly he has promised them will 
amount to. The social democ.ats are not 


willing to wait and are prepared to make 


all the trouble they can. 

At a juncture like this, when a novel step 
in the direction of liberal institutions is to 
be taken it is desirable that the czar should 
have a strong and capable maw as his ad- 
viser. He should be a man in whom those 
who are desirous that the promised refcrms 
shall be put in operation hav: confidence, 
He should be a map who is not afraid to 
etand up against the influential coterie 
which is opposed to reform of any kind, 
With such a man at the right hand of the 
ezar the educated and property owning 
classes will stand on the side of the gov- 
ernment. If they are given occasion to 
distrust the sincerity of the government they 
may not remain quiet. 

It is said that the ezar haa decided to 
make Count de Witte his prime minister-- 
the head of the cabinet. If this means that 
the count is to have some measure of power 
and that his advice is to be followed the 
selection should be satisfactory to the Rus- 
sian “intellectuals.”” They know De Witte’s 
ability. He secured peace for Russia when 
few believed he could. He has never been 
one of the “ liberals,”’ but it is understood 
that he has come to the conclusion that the 
liberties of the people should be enlarged. 
If he is appointed and is able to retain the 
confidence of the czar in spite of the in- 
trigues of his enemies he may lead Russia 
safely through a critical period. 


THE PRESIDENT AT TUSKEGEE. 

Following the announcement that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would visit Booker T. Wash- 
ington’s Tuskegee institute on his southern 
trip the officials of one Alabama city said 
they would make no preparations for his 
public entertainment. They took it as an 
affront to the white people of the south 
that the president should pay so high a com- 
pliment to a school for negroes. The wise 
counsel the president gave colored people 
in his speech at Tuskegee should convince 
his critics that his visit there was not an 


affront to anybody, but was for the good of | 


the whole south and well adapted to pro- 
mote it.

He truly said;that nobody can 
be of so much use to the negroes ag the 
white people among whom they live. The 
race problem is essentially a southern prob- 
lem. The north may occasionally make good 
suggestions in regard to it, but it must and 
will finally be solved by the south, and the 
more clearly negroes recognize this fact and 
the more they do to gain and deserve the 
respect of southern whites the easier and 
less painful for all concerned will the proc- 
ess of solution be. 

Such advice as President Roosevelt gave 
the colored people at Tuskegee should be 
heard and heeded by them for the country’s 
good, but particularly for their own good 
and the south’s good. Coming from the 
president of the nation—a president, too, 
who has shown his friendship for them con- 
sistently and courageously—it should carry 
great weight.

millions in acquiring a quantity of real 


estate at Nice, with the avowed intention of — 
bullding a magnificent villa there, to which | 


he announced his intention of retreat 
after his abdication of the throne, he s 
denly has transferred it to a trust, presided 
over by his chief physician, Dr. Thiriar, for 
use as a sanitarium. Officers amd men in- 
valided. from the Free State of the Congo, 
which at an early date, possibly within a 
year, will be transformed into.a colony of 
Belgium,’ will be cared for there. In fact, 
King Leopold's gift of his big estate at Nice 
is in reality to the Belgian nation. 

Of course there is a string attached to the 
gift, precisely of the same kind that caused 
pedple to show themselves niggardly in their 
expressions of gratitude when, some years 
ago, he presented to the nation nearly the 
whole of his landed property in Belgium, in- 
cluding chateaux, parks, mines, forests, and 


all sorta of valuable property. It wasa truly | 


royal gift, though he stipulated that it was 
only to take effect after his death. 
> 
The fly in the ointment lay in the fact that 
it is doubtful whether the king has the legal 
power to make these donations—at any rate 


without the consent of his children. The) 


Belgian Court of Appeal has not determined 
the question now before it, as to whether 
the marriage contract.of the king must be 
looked upon asan international treaty or as 
a mere civil agreement, subject to Belgian 
civil law. 

If the court decides in favor of the latter 
view, then half of the king’s fortune, which 
was estimated at a minimum of $40,000,000 at 
the time of the death of the queen, belonged 
to her, and she left a will bequeathing her 
property, in three equal parts, to her three 
daughters. The king disputes this conten- 
tion and has declined to surrender any por- 
tion thereof to his daughters, two of whom— 
Stephanie and Louise—are suing him for it. 
But should the Courts of Appeal give a de- 
cision against him, the gifts which he Kas 
made of his property to the Belgian nation 
will become, ipso facto, invalid and of no 
effect. 

Under any circumstances, the consent of 
his children is indispensable to any dona- 
tions of this kind. For, according to the law 
in Belgium, parents cannot disinherit their 
children, save under certain conditions, and 
the children have a legal right to a certain 
share of the parental property known as the 
**legitime,”’ and which cannot be alienated 
from them. 

Inasmuch as Leopold's gifts to his sub- 
jects notoriously are made with the object of 
leaving little or nothing to his daughters, 
against whom.he harbors so much bitterness, 
it cannot be expected that these women will 
give their consent to the donations which he 
has made at their expense to the nation, a 
consent which under any circumstances is 
indispensable to the legalization of the gift. 

That is why the Belgian people are so cool 
about what appears to be on the surface the 
most regal generosity and patriotic philan- 
thropy of their king.

Count Sergius de Witte has been subject- 
ed. to no end of trouble and annoyance since 
his return from America in connection with 
his wife’s brother, a Jewish gentleman 
named Nurok. Last summer the latter be- 
came involved in financial scrapes at Lyons 
and at Marseilles, which landed him in jail, 
and it was only by the exercise of no end of 
influence on the part of the Muscovite em- 
bassy at Paris and through the payment 
by the latter of $20,000 in behalf of M. de 
Witte that the matter was compromised 
and hushed up, the charges withdrawn, and 
Nurok released. 

About the time that Count de Witte came 
to America in connection with the treaty 
of peace Nurok betook himself to Brussels, 
where his sister, Mme. de Witte, and the lat- 
ter’s son-in-law and daughter, the Narish- 
kines, were awaiting the return of the 
statesman. 

Unfortunately Mme. de Witte consented to 
receive hér scapegrace brother at Brussels, 
and he took advantage of this and of the 
fact that M. de Witte’s name was on every- 
body’s lips in connection with the peace con- 
ference at Portsmouth, to induce financiers, 
promoters, merchants, and tradesmen of 
every kind to believe his story that he was 
in receipt of an allowance of $25,000 a year 
from his sister, and to extract big sums of 
money from them under specious pretexts. 
They are now clamoring in vain at the doors 
of the Russian legation in the Belgian cap- 
ital. 

Mme. de Witte, in spite of her friendship 
with Rothstein and other eminent financiers 
at St. Petersburg, controlling the Muscovite 
money market, has no fortune of her own— 
the best proof of the falsity of the slanders 
which have ascribed to her the employment 
of state secrets obtained from her husband 
in order to speculate with 
friends. 

Nor has Count de Witte himself any pri- 
vate fortune to speak of, and the sacrifice 
which he made for Nurok last summer it is 
quite impossible for him to make again. 
So no one need be astonished to see his 
brother-in-law once again in the toils of 
justice. 

With regard to M. de Witte’s title of count, 
it may be mentioned that it is in a way a 
far higher distinction in Russia than that 
of prince. Since the days of Peter the Great 
the emperors and empresses of Russia prob- 
ably have not conferred more than two or 
three dozen titles of count all told. Indeed, 


_the last notable instance of a grant of this 


kind was when Nicholas I. created Moura- 
vieff a count for having added the Amur 
provinces of Siberia to the Russian empire. 
On the other hand, there are thousands 
upon thousands of princes, every Georgian, 
Armenian, and Caucasian chieftain styling 


her financial 


himself prince. Indeed, so common has the 
title of prince become in ‘Russia that the 
grandest houses of the old nobility—such as, 
for instance, the Narishkines, who have fyr- 
nished several consorts to the czars of Rus- 
sia—pride themselves on neither possessing 
nor using any title. 

The czars likewise have conferred about 
two or three dozen baronies during the last 
200 years. But of course there are a large 
number of foreign counts and barons—prin- 
cipally German and Polish—who have settled 
in Russia during the last two centuries or 
else who formed part of the local aristocracy 
when what are now the German speaking 
and Polish provinces of the Muscovite em- 
pire were brought under the rule of the 
czar. 

Count Cassini, for instance, who has just 
presented his letters of credence to King 
Alfonso at Madrid as Russian ambassador 
after spending a number of years in the same 
capacity at Washington, is not a Russian 
count nor a member of the Muscovite no- 
bility, his tithe being derived from one of 
the former petty states of-Italy. One of the 
silliest stories ever circulated at Washington 
was that, about two years ago, to the effect 
that the present czar had conferred the title 
of Russian countess upon Count Cassini's 
adopted daughter, Mile. Marguerite Cassini, 
no such title having been conferred by the 
Russian crown upon a woman in her own 
right since that granted by Emperor Paul 
to Mme. de Lieven, the governess of his 
children. One of the latter, Emperor Nicho- 
las I., on his accession to the throne, raised 
her and her children to the rank of princesses 
and princes of the Russian empire. 
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Although King Edward takes his own 
motor car along with him whenever he pays 
country house visits, it is an unwritten law 
that his hosts have one or more automobiles 
at his disposal in case of need for passenger 
or for baggage service. When royal mes- 
sengers arrive or depart with dispatches it 
is expected that they be accommodated with 
a motor vehicle to save time. 

With the completion of the immense new 
garage at Buckingham palace, which will be 
ready by February or March, the fresh appli- 
ances for locomotion will be regularized by a 
set of formal rules dealing with the condj- 
tions under which chauffeurs and grooms wil! 
be detailed on motor duty. 

It is intended to stable at Buckingham pal- 
ace a sufficient service to permit of motors 
being used for all railroad station duty, not 
only for the conveyance of baggage but 
also for the reception and departure of pal- 
ace guests from abroad.

The first act, which plays in Jerusalem and 
in reality is only a prologue to the three acts 
that follow, has to do with incidents pre- 
ceding the crucifixion. The healing done by 
Christ is mentioned by several of the prin- 
cipal characters, Pilate’s sentencing of Bar- 
abbas is shown, and the tableau with which 
the act closes reveals three crosses outlined 
against the sky. The intent of the play- 
wrights evidently has been to suggest the 
first influences Christianity exerted among 
the common people, and to illustrate the 
steadfastness of these devotees. 

The three acts which follow have to do 
with the persecution of the Christians by 
Nero. The tyrant is depicted as a licentious, 
reveling seeker for Christian maidens, who 
appears unexpectedly in strange gardens far 
from his palace, who throws those who op- 
pose him into lions’ cages, and who kills him- 
self in cowardly fashion when he hears a 
mob at the palace gates. He is the central 
figure of the plot, but is drawn in stich 
stiff, woodeny fashion that he imparts no 
vital strength to the play. The part was as- 
sumed by Mr. Dalton, who was handsome, 
bore himself with considerable regal dignity, 
arid spoke his lines with good understanding. 

Miss Wycherley, as the Christian maiden, 
Judith, ‘was uncommonly sweet.and girlish 
in her frail, delicate beauty, and the gentler 
scenes of the play she handled with appeal- 
ing grace and simplicity. The dramatic out- 
burst in the third act was beyond her vocal 
limits. Miss Izett was a roguish, teasing 
Magdella in the scene with Apollus—one of 
the prettiest scenes in the piece, and one 
which was well played by Miss Izett and Mr. 
Elliott. Mr. Haetings, as the Roman general, 
had the requisite physical massiveness and 
the strength of lung needed to make his ring- 
ing speeches effective, and in his wooing of 
Judith there was a note of manly tenderness 
which gained approval.

In a third of a series of articles on the Pan- 
ama canal, written for the Engineering Mag- 
azine of New York, Mr. John F’. Wallace, re- 
cently chief engineer of the canal, takes 
some hard raps at the interference of Wash- 
ington, D. C., with the men on the ground.

“The so-called ‘free hand * with the rest 
of the body and. limbs tightly bound with 
official red tape,"’ he declares, ** can perform 
but limited functions,”’ And he cites a com- 
parison between the weary delays of the 
Chicago federal building as compared with 
private construction, as illustrative of what 
may be expected if the “ free hand ”’ is not 
made free in fact in the canal zone. 

Difficulties in securing men and supplies 
and the kind and amount of machinery and 
material needed, when needed, and the un- 
certainty of the men on the canal when 
requisitions would be honored or whether at 
all, Mr. Wallace declares are the results of 
the close control over the work by Wash- 
ington. He goes further and attributes that 
conservatism of the commission to fear of 
“possible newspaper criticism" or “ con- 
gressional investigation.”

After some technical discussion of what 
might have been done under proper condi- 
tions, Mr. Wallace plungés into pointed crit- 
icism of the commission’s interference. 

“The day is gone by when the efficiency 
of organization, machinery, appliances, 
methods, and men can be determined simply 
from general observation,” writes Mr. Wal- 
lace. “In works of great magnitude, te 
system of exact records and a scientific 
analysis of results based on some compara- 
tive units of efficiency should be adopted.

‘‘ While requisitions were made for a large 
amount of American machinery, tools, ap- 
pliances, material, and also the necessary 
labor to render these available, the lack of 
information furnished the engineers on the 
isthmus as to when requisitions would be 
filled or whether they would be filled at all, 
in whole or in part; the irregularity and 
slownese of shipments, and the failure to 
furnish all of such articles as were needed 
to cotrdinate properly any of the functions 
of the work, practically rendered ineffectual 
the efforts of the chief engineer and his con- 
etruction staff to make satisfactory progress.

‘* Prior to and during the early part of the 
dry season, when the maximum men and 
material shoukd have been furnished, neither 
were supplied in sufficient or properly re- 
lated quantities. 

“The efforts of the commission at Wash- 
ington evidently were so hampered by the 
legal requirements controlling the purchase 
of supplies and the disbursement of govern- 
ment funds, that—regardiless of the individ- 
ual ability or inclination of the separate 
members—results seemed impossible of ac- 
complishmient. The situation was. still 
further aggravated by the fact that the com- 
mission seemed unduly apprehensive of pos- 
sible newspaper criticism or of congressional 
investigation, and either consciously or un- 
consciously permitted this feature to retard 
prompt action, although the individual mem- 
bers seemed each and all inspired with an 
earnest desire that the work should satis- 
factorily progress. 

“The difficulty in the way of securing 
materid] and labor promptly prevented the 
installation of any American steam shovels 
before the latter part of 1904, so that it was 
not until January, 1905, that an appreciable 
advantage was derived from their introduc- 
tion. While the chief engineer used his ut- 
most endeavor to secure the equipment of 
the work with modern American appHanceés, 
steam shovels comprised practically the 
only American machinery available during 
the year ending June 30, 1906.

“ As the result obtained during the rainy 
season, which extends from May to Decem- 
ber, will always depend upon the work ac- 
complished during the dry season, it should 
not be expécted that immediate benefits so 
far as actual construction accomplishment 
would result from their organization of the 
commission in the month of April, 1905; and 
its functions will necessarily be confined to 
the determination of plans, organization, 
methods, and the securing of necessary labor, 
material, and supplies, so that preparation 
may be fully made to take the utmost ad- 
vantage of the next dry season. 

‘The experience of the last year will have 
been wasted unless the controlling authori- 
ties at Washington are able to break away 
from the moss covered traditions of govern- 
mental control, applying ordinary and com- 
methods to the accomplishment 
of the work, and congress shall enact legis- 
lation enabling this to be done.
